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As millions of Germans 
trained their rifles on other 
millions of Russians early this 
morning a hundred or more 
Andover residents, a few 
thousand miles away, were 
pointing theirs at nothing 
more dangerous than game 
birds. Not to be facetious, the 
hunting season got under way 
hereabouts with a bang. 


Opening at sunrise this 
morning was the season on 
ducks and Canadian geese, not 
to close again until December 
14. Coons became eligible re- 
cipients for .22 calibre bultets 
on October 1, and October 20, 
is when pheasant, grouse, 
woodcock, rabbits and allied 
targets begin looking for 
cover. 


Andover has the reputation of be- 
ing no more than a fair hunting 
town. While it is true that the main 
body of its) population is' crowded 
into three compact centers, leaving 
large tracts of farm and wooded 
land on the outskirts, various ele- 
ments have long contributed to a 
general scarcity of game. Haggets 
Pond, for instance, has been closed 
to hunters for some years now, 
though hundreds of black and div- 
ing ducks used to pick up a living 
there. For several years, too, the 
Shawsheen river has been highly 
irregular in height, and has evident- 
ly been passed up by a particularly 
discriminating type of bird. 

Besides that, the territory taken 
care of by Harold Crosby of Dracut, 
game warden in this vicinity, is far 
too extensive for any one man to 
cover, and, despite the fact that 
Crosby does a fine job under the 
circumstances, certain irregulari- 
ties often take place. There have 
been many instances of indiscrim- 
inate killing by hunters without 
licences or stamps. 


THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


More Than 90 Hunters Out To Get The Bird 


Season Opening At Dawn This Morning Finds 
Andover Sportsmen Gunning At Nearby Ponds 


Organized and law-abiding hunt- 
ers of the town, however, have 
helped to ameliorate conditions dur- 
ing the past several years, and the 
outlook for Andover’s sporting fu- 
ture is generally considered good. 
The Andover Sportsmen’s Club, 
which includes most of the town’s 
serious-minded hunters, has done a 
great deal of restocking. Last week 


alone, for instance, they released 
87 pheasant, in widely scattered 
areas in West Andover and near 
Wilson’s Corner, and state officials, 
according to a standing agreement, 
contributed a like number. A lesser 
number of quail and pheasant have 
also been released ‘by the Club, 
whose chief officers this year are 
Kenneth Wade of Salem street, 
president, and Irving Piper of Low- 
ell street, secretary. All through 
the state, more than 6000 pheasant.. 
have ‘been released this. year, and 
their hunting will be better than in 
the more publicized hunting 
grounds of New Hampshire. 


It looks like a good season for 
pheasant anyway, because of the 
unprecedented dryness of the sum- 
mer. Rain, which proverbially flows 
so easily off a duck’s back, is not 
so agreeable to wood fowl, and is 
one of the chief causes of their 
high mortality rate. Only male 
pheasants may be hunted, and only 
two may be killed in a day, six in 
a season, by one person. 

Right now, of course, the season 
is open only on all kinds of duck 
except the wood duck. Conversely, 
the only kind of goose you can 
shoot is the Canadian variety, 
others being protected for the sake 
of breeding purposes all along the 
Atlantic seaboard. The usual num- 
ber of restrictions prevail again 
this year—only shotguns may be 
used, not over 10 gauge, holding not 
more than three shells at a time. 
Enterprising Nimrods may use 
duck-calls, but use of live decoys, 
baiting and shooting from motor 
launches, are strictly forbidden. 
Shooting ducks from airplanes is a 
picturesque possibility, but that, 
too, is ruled out by the Federal 
wildlife authorities. Hunting is per- 
missible only between sunrise and 
4 p.m., and only 10 ducks, in any 
combination of species, and 38 
geese, of which only one species is 
open anyway, can be shot in a 
single day. The limit on geese, by 
the way, used to be five a day, but 
the gradual depletion of the stock 
in Massachusetts caused ithe rule 
change. The Federal Biological 
Survey's duck stamps must be pur- 
chased from the post office at a 
dollar apiece, of course, besides the 
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usual hunting license fee of two 
dollars from the town clerk. 

What else can you shoot here in 
town? ‘Well, foxes are fair game at 
any time of the year, though the 
fur isn’t worth anything until after 
November. Deer have, within the 
past year, been shot out by River 
road, and seen in Ballardvale. Rab- 
bits are reasonably plentiful. But 
the main game, from October 1 on, 
is raccoon. 


Residents of Andover, for some 
reason, have never gone in strongly 
for coon hunting. Perhaps they are 
not aware that there are quite a 
few of them in these parts, or vic- 
tims of the popular belief that the 
sport is peculiar to the South. And 
the regulations on coon hunting are 
considerably more relaxed than 
those on other game. You can use 
a flashlight, for instance, prohibited 
absolutely in other forms of hunt- 
ing. The only other necessary in- 
gredients are a gun and a dog, the 
latter to run the animal up a tree, 
the former to shoot him out of it. 
The flashlight is for your own con- 
venience, as coon hunting is best 
on dark, damp nights. 


Best fun of all, for inexperienced 
sportsmen, is snipe-hunting, a 
quaint old pastime reserved for 
them since sometime in Elizabethan 
days. Equipped with a lantern, a 
bag, and two long stakes, the neo- 
phyte is stationed, at night, in a 
heavily wooded piece of land. He is 
instructed to drive one of his 
stakes into the ground, and to ham- 
mer on it with the other. Setting 
his lantern near at hand and hold- 
ing the bag open for the capture of 
the elusive bird, he cries ‘Here, 
snipe! Here, snipe!” in his most 
persuasive tones. Depending on the 
aptness of the subject, it takes half 
an hour to two hours for him to 
realize that he is making a darn 
fool of himself. 


Perhaps the most picturesque 
form of sport enjoyed in Andover 
is fox-hunting. Since the fox is not 
protected, some form of activity 
goes on all the year round. The real 
season, however, is from November 
to February, when the fur is prime, 
and the animal free from what we 
shall delicately refer to as family 
troubles. 


There used to be one old fellow 
in town who killed more fox than 
anyone else. He never ‘bothered to 
bring a dog along—just walked into 
the woods, parked himself by a 
trail, waited for his quarry to come 
along, and shot him at leisure. 

However, his 
like is anathema 
to sporting cir- 
cles, and general- 
ly a dog is em- 
ployed. He is 
turned 10 0Sse in ;} 
the woods in the 
dead of night or 
in the very early 
morning. After browsing around 
for a while, he hits upon a trail. 
Immediately, he shouts the glad 
tidings to every fox within ten 
miles. Suddenly, he comes upon his 
quarry, The quarry sights him, and 
the disaffection is mutual. A fren- 
zied game of tag ensues. The dog is 
always “it.” 

Here, the character and ability of 
your foxhound is put to the test. If 
he is any good, he maneuvers his 
partner around into your range of

fire, and you pick him off at will. If 
he is no good, the fox hits for the 
tall timber, and you sit freezing in 
the cold for about six hours while 
your hund is galloping along some- 
where in the western part of the 
state. 


Due to the large number of poul- 
try farms in the outlying districts 
of the town, there are always more 
than enough foxes to go around. 
There is more than a representa- 
tive number of dog fanciers, too, 
and their hounds are of every 
recognized breed, Walkers, black 
and ‘tans, and blue ticks predomin- 
ating. 

Fox hunters are a good deal more 
clannish, it seems, than other 
sportsmen. They do their actual 
hunting alone, of course, but they 
get together in running their dogs 
for practice, and in field trials held 
periodically. It’s no trick at all to 
hear a pack of eight or nine in full 
voice out around Wood Hill road. 


The field trials are an interesting 
sight to a layman. Several Andover 
sportsmen attended the recent 
trials in Maynard, or plan to attend 
this month’s meet in Westfield. At 
the end of these elimination fea- 
tures, a grand meet will ibe held, in 
which the winning dog’s owner is 
presented a handsome cup, awarded 
each group by a national sporting 
magazine, 

As ithey line up at the start of a 
trial course, a number is painted on 
the side of each dog, which, gen- 
erally, he seems to consider an un- 
bearable humiliation. When re- 
leased, the hounds are glad to 
pounce into the sympathetic seclu- 
sion of the woods. Scattered at vari- 
ous points along the course are 
sets of judges, who take careful 
notes on each dog’s performance, 
recording, ‘by means of the painted 
numbers, points won by speed, driv- 
ing ability, keen trailing, and other 
salient points. The dog with the 
most points is, of course, the win- 
ner, 

From the looks of things, An- 
dover is going to have a busy hunt- 
ing season. Town Clerk George 
Winslow, himself a sportsman, has 
sold 90 hunting licences so far, and 
the local post office, which sold, 104 
duck stamps last season, expects 
to do just about as well this year.

DIFFICULT PROBLEMS RAISED 
AS SCHOOL LIBRARIANS MEET 


To Follow Truth Or Trends? 
To Require Library Tests? 


In a now-historic hearing in 
Washington, a small group of Sena- 


tors endeavored to discover 
whether the motion-picture indus- 
try was trying to push the nation 
into war. Leaving out the ideologi- 
cal or social motives behind the 
propagandizing efforts of the movie 
tycoons, the question would seem 
to boil down to one that applies 
to any information-disseminating 
agency in these troubled times. An 
association of school librarians, 
meeting at Phillips and Abbot 
Academy last week, did full justice 
to one of the country’s most funda- 
mental problems. 


Ultimately, the difficulty of a li- 
brarian, in these troubled times, is 
to decide whether it is best to fol- 
low the truth, wherever it may 
lead, or to attempt to give direc- 
tion to the nation’s reading. The 
librarians meeting here in Andover 
came to no definite conclusion, sug- 
gested rather a synthesis of opin- 
ion, believing that a strict adher- 
ence to intellectual integrity is di- 
rected by one’s own personal faith. 
As Dr. Charles Wayne Thomas, 
formerly of the Harvard School of 
Education, said, the key is found 
in Carlyle’s “Heroes and Hero Wor- 
ship’”—that the development of per- 
sonal integrity and sincerity is 
largely a personal matter, that it 
depends on one’s own character far 
more than on any outside influence, 
to wit, the library. 


200 Librarians Present 

Listening to this probing sym- 
posium Saturday morning, by Dr. 
Thomas, Miss Agnes Camilla Han- 
sen, asseciate director of the Pratt 
Institute of Library Science, and 
Nicholas Wraden, author, and 
treasurer of the American Book- 
sellers’ Association, were more than 
200 directors and workers from 
school libraries all over New Eng- 
land, New York, Pennsylvania. The 
general theme of this third annual 
conference, held in Andover for the 
first time, was “The School Library

Besides librarians, executives and 
teachers of colleges and public and 
private schools attended the con- 
ference, directed by such interested 
bodies as the Library Committee 
of the Secondary Education Board, 
the New England School Library 
Association, and the New England 
Regional Board of the Progressive 
Education Association. Mrs. There- 
sa Richardson, Librarian of the 
Oliver Wendell Holmes Library at 
Phillips Academy, was in charge of 
local arrangements for Miss Esther 
Millet, Westover School, general 
chairman. 


They Came From All Around 


Representing leading colleges and 
universities were Dr. Richard Mott 
Gummere and Dr. Edward F. Noyes, 
chairmen of the board of admis- 
sions at Harvard and Yale respec- 
tively, Lewis Zahner, a representa- 
tive of the College Entrance Exam- 
ination Board from Groton School, 
Prof. Miriam Tompkins of Colum- 
bia University, representing the 
Carnegie Foundation, Prof, Alice L. 
Lasevre, St. John’s University, 
3rooklyn, Paul Allen of Dartmouth, 
and Miss Dorothy Spofford and Wil- 
liam Paxton Moses of Pembroke. 


The first conference of the series, 
held Friday afternoon, also occa- 
sioned considerable controversy. 
Speaking were Miss Helen Burgess, 
librarian of the Beaver Country 
Day School, and Dr. Lewis Shores, 
director of the Library school in 
George Peabody College, Nashville, 
Tenn. The problem was whether an 
examination in library usage should 
be made mandatory for college en- 
trance eligibility, such a itest to en- 
tail a knowledge of various types 
of indices, major reference works 
in several college subjects, card 
catalogues and periodical indices.

a movement could more appropri- 
ately begin in  teacher-training 
schools. At any rate, the first ges- 
ture towards establishing such tests 
would have to come, not from the 
libraries, but from the colleges 
themselves. 


Authors Address Meeting 


Besides the open conference, dis- 
tinguished speakers addressed the 
delegates at a dinner Friday night 
at Phillips, and a luncheon at Ab- 
bot Saturday. They were, respec- 
tively, Alice Dalgleish and Leonard 
Bacon, both well-known authors 
and editors. 

Miss Dalgleish, editor of chil- 
dren’s books for the Charles Scrib- 
ner publishing company, spoke of 
her recent trip to South America, 
and of the possible relation be- 
tween children’s books and the 
fostering of amicable Pan-Ameri- 
can relations. 


Mr. Bacon spoke on “The Public 
and Poetry,” and pointed out, with 
a lightly satiric touch, that poetry 
has a_ universal quality which 
makes it meaningful for any one 
of average intelligence. Obscure 
and esoteric verse is written, he 
Said, for cultists. He pointed out 
that Shakespeare was understood 
and enjoyed by the London rabble, 
and offered the opinion that stu- 
dents’ dislike of Shakespeare today 
is due largely to the College En- 
trance Examination Board.
